May Be Replaced 


It was stated authoritatively in 
Dublin yesterday that no provision | 
will be made in this year’s estimates 
for the continuance of the Emer- 
gency Research Bureau, writes our 
Political Correspondent. It was 
added, however, that proposals for 
the replacement of the Bureau by 
an organisation, or organisations, 
which will carry on work. of a 
similar kind in normal ‘times are 
under consideration; and that iegis- 
lation shortly will be introd in 
the Dail. 

The Bureau will be closed at the 
end of this month A ible 
reason may be that industrialists 
should no longer expect 
Government funds to be to aid 
them. Money is urgently required 
for other projects. 

In 1943, £32,850 was 
the Bureau in the Dail. Last year 
the amount dropped to £19,250 be-: 
cause Of the transfer of certain 
work to the Turf Development 
Board. 

Possibly the outstanding achieve- 
ment of the Bureau was the pro- 
duction of phosphorus. ere 
were, before the war. only three 
factories in the world producing this 
essential part of a match. The 
Bureau was also directly ible 
for the . production of 
glycerine. Some fifty tons 
produced until arrangements were - 
made to re-open imports. Another 
big achievement was the extraction 
of agar—an essential in the manu- 
facture of penicillin—from seaweed. 
The Bureau kept going many indus- 
tres which scarcity of supplies 
threatened to close.
